Marketing Bill 

The house co-operative marketing 
bid; a measure designed to aid the 
agricultural interests and pressed 
by the farm bloc, was passed late 
yesterday by the senate. Only one 
vote, that of Senator Gerry, Demo- 
crat, of Rhode Island, Was ca.-i 
against the measure. 

Two other senators, Brandegee, 
Republican, of Connecticut, and 
King, Democrat, of Utah, were 
paired against the measure and did 
uot vote. ' The vote, of 58 to 1 and 
the senate's action was regarded by 
some as the most sweeping vistory 
yet attained by the farm bloc since, 
in accepting the house bill, the sen- 
ate overrode its own judidiary com- 
mittee, which had reported a sub- 
stitute. The substitute was defgeat- 
ed, 56 to 4. The bill now goes to 
conference.

At this time of the year the sow 
should be receiving s ration that will 
enable her to gain from 50 to 75 
( pounoV between the time that she is 
bred and the time that she farrows, 
since the average sow will lose this 
much weight in farrowing snd nurs- 
ing her litter, accord ins; to Mr. Sel- 
lards. Among the rations thst have 
given good results at the college is 
one composed of SO pounds of 
ground oats, 30 pounds of middlings 
or shipstnff. 30 pound* of corn and ' 
10 Doond- of tsnkage. Aoniher good 
one is composed of 60 pounds of 
middlings, 40 pounds of corn and 10 
pounds of tankage. Ninety parts of 
corn snd 10 of tankage may be used 
for another. 

A good mineral mixture to -keep 
in a self-feeder before the sows, ss 
well as the other hogs, at all times 
is composed of two bushels of slack 
coal, two quarts of air- slaked lime; 
two pounds of salt, one bnshel of 
wood ashes and one and one- fourth 
pounds of copperas.

ENOUGH TO GIRDLE EARTH 

Eleven thousand nine hundred 
and thirty miles of federal aid ronds 
were constructed under the joint su- 
pervision of the federal go »-«>r» ment 
and the state* during 1921, accord- 
ing to reports of the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads of the tJuited States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Federal 
money amounting to $94,057,089 
was allotted to these roads, the to- 
tal cost of which was $231,0f3,hS2.

NEW NATIONAL 
PROCLAIMED BY 

By a proclamation of President 
Harding, signed .lunurfry 24. a 593- 
flcre tract in the Nevada National 
Forest waw set aside as the Lehman 
Taves National Monument For 25 
year, these enves have been known 
locally, and for some time individ- 
uals h.ive been trying to gain con- 
trol of them, but the action of the 
chief executive retain, them safely 
for all the people and prevents the 
destruction of the many objects of 
scenic and scientifl value. The area 
remains n part of the nationnl for- 
est, but the monument can be used 
for no purposes that interfere with 
its preservation as a national monu- 
ment. It is the eleventh national 
monument to be established in a 
nnitonnl forest nnd the first one in 
I Nevada. 

The act providing for the pres- 
1 ervation of such nreos. that of June 
I 8, 1900, authorizes the president, in 
| his discretion, to declare by public 
j proclamation to be the national mon- 
j cmenfs historic landmarks, historic 
and prehistoric structures, and 
[ other objects of historic or scien- 
| tiflc interest that are situated upon 
lands owned or controlled by the 
government. The establishment of 
a monument prevents the removal 
of any objects of interest except 
under the authority of the secretary 
of agriculture. 

The Lehman caves are six miles 
west of Baker, White Plains county, 
Nevada, at the base of Mount 
I Wheeler and at an elevation of 7.200 
I feet. They .ire in a light gray and 
! white limestone formation on the 
eastern slope of the mountain. They 
contain stalactites nnd stalagmites, 
columns and galleries of rare beau- 
ty that have inspired the people of 
the locality to apply to the various 
parts of the caves such fanciful 
names ns The Pearly dates. The 
Cypress Swamp. The Portiere. Lib- 
erty Column, The Parachutes, 
Washington's Column, Palace of the 
Gods. Pygmalion and Galatea (two 
columns', Cathedral of Rest, Eagles 
Gate, The Snow Queen of the Un- 
derworld, Angel's Wing. Lincoln 
Column and Niagara Falls. 

Residents of the nearby region 
long ago blasted out an entrance 
and built stairways. The 
ment will make such improvements 
as are necessary for the convent' 
ence of tourists who wish to visit 
the roomunent.

MARY JUNIOR SHORT COURSES 

FOR CLUB BOYS AR0 0IRLS 

The attendance of 3,S4« . lub 

hoye and girls at junior <h«rt 
courses given nt 21 of the state ag- 
ricultural colleges during 1921 is 
convincing evidence of the hunger 
for further education crested by 
the dub work under ihe I nited 
States department of Agriculture. 
The old idea that the doors of col- 
leger were barred to all except those 
who had completed a prescribed pre- 
paratory course, nnd that all higher 
education necessitated full time at- 
tendance of one of the colleges) haa 
been replaced by a broader eonerp- 
tion of the needa of the yonnge* 
generation. 

It is fully recognised now that 
there are many young hoys and girls 
—especially in rural districts— who 
are prevented, because of financial 
and other reasons, from continuing 
their studies in the nsnal wuy. These 
who must take part in the business 
of fanning or in the farm home life 
are peculiarly in need of further in- 
struction in their vocation just at 
the time when it seems impossible to 
obtain it. 

To meet this need a great many 
of the state colleges have offered 
short courses in agricultural and 
home economics subjects during the 
different recesses in the regular 
terms'. The Christmas holidays, the 
spring vacation and the summer 
months are utilized to give practi- 
cal instruction in such farm prob- 
lems as how to build poultry houses, 
how to mix feed, bow to select seed, 
how to cull » flock, how to manage 
live stock or .special crops. The 
home economics laboratories are op- 
ened to the girl students who wish 
to know more about bread-making, 
laundry work, dressmaking and oth- 
er household branches. 

Arrangements are made for hous- 
ing the students who come to these 

courses, and after study hours a 
suitable recreation is provided. The 
courses usually result in develpping 
leader* who can stimulate future 
club work to its highest nctivity. 
Ltist year 500 scholarships were 
L'lven at 32 ugrictiltitral colleges in 
both short and long term courses, 
so that many who might have been 
deterred by even s smaH tuition fee 
were aple to enjoy the work.

POOR PRINCETON MOTOR LOGIC 

The vision of Princeton Univer- 
sity seems to have narrowed since 
Woodrow Wilson dropped the reins. 
President John Orier Hihben now 
trying to sound the death ktadl of 
the automobile for college under- 
graduates. While the professor feels 
that no legislative action should be 
taken, he would have parents dis- 
courage the use of the automobile 
by their sons, believing thi.. the val- 
ue of "simplicity in living and the 
elimination of unnecessary luxur- 
ies" should be implanted in the 
youthful mind. It is S) pretty fal- 
lacy, but one that will not take root 
in the thinking mind. The automo- 
bile is not an unneeeacsary luxury to- 
day. It is as much a part of life 
us the safety razor. It is a neces- 
sity. It permits the workman to live 
in Clod's fresh air instead of being 
housed in the sweltering tenements 
of the cities. It gives forty league 
boots to the fanner, and provides 
recreation to the liardworked furm 
er's wife; it brings the conveniences 
of the towns to the doors of the vil- 
lages, and curries the product of the 
country freshly to the mouths of 
the undernourished children of the 
nution. College students cannot 
begin too soon to know what the j 
uutomobile means to civilisation, to 
commerce, to health and to life, and 
the bent way to know the automobile 
and to sense its blessings and its 
dangers is to own and operate one. 
The few days of youthful joy rid- 
ing and hilarity soon puss; indeed, 
it is doubtful if anything is more 
ealculated to bring the harum soo- 
rum youth to his .senses quioker than 
a motor ear. If the colfcge trains 
the mind to analysis as it properly 
should, then the student can have no 
better influence than his professors 
and hie little car. The appreciation 
of simplicity doea not mean a will- 
ingness to submit to the inconven- 
iences of the dark ages. Fancy in 
the days of Martha Washington if 
the girls had been frowned on be 
j cause they liked to own electric 
I washing machines. Let us hope the 
day wil soon eome when everyone 
will own a oar. Prof. Hibben should 
I not throw sand in the gear*. 



In its studies of the control of 
watermelon diseases the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
has found that there are numerous 
uses for watermelons outside of the 
consumption as a popular fruit. 
Housewives have long been familiar 
with pickles and preserves made of 
watermelon rind. In China and oth- 
er Orientul countries watermelon 
seed irt used as a table delicacy. 
Seedsmen in this country may not 
only ship seed for this purpose, but 
find 11 market for their product in 
the Chinese districts of New York 
and San Prancico. This liking for 
the seed is evidently not restricted 
to the Orient, for some vear- ago a 
well-known explorer reported an 
African tribe that .sharpened their 
teeth in order to better strip the 
hulls from watermelon seeds. Witn- 
in recent years a firm in Alabama 
has undertaken to manufacture vin- 
egar from the juice, and from Rus- 
sia come reports that during the 
past few years of hardship concen- 
trated watermelon juice has been 
osed in place of SOgar to BWeeten 
coffee. 

The production of watermelon 
seed in an industry by itself. In a 
single county in Florida aproximnte- 
ly 7,000 acres of watermelons are 
grown annually for seed purposes. 
Tin- one section supplies a great 
proportion of the watermelon seed 
planted in the United States, and on 
occasion also ships to foreign grow- 
ers. In recent years shipments of 
seed for planting have been made to 
Tarsus, Asia Minor, to China and 
other far-distant points. 

During the pu-t years profits iu 
our southern watermelon industry 
have been severely cut, due to the 
effect of several destructive dis- 
eases. Anthracnose, a fungoaa dis- 
ease of the foliage and fruit, means 
reduced yield and pock-marked mel- 
ons that n.f in the Held and in the 
freight car. Stem-end rot is a trou- 
ble that occurs in transit only, and 
originates with infection of the 
melon by the casual organism at the 
cut stem. Antliaenose is controlled 
by spraying the vines; stem-end rot 
by the practice of field sanitation 
MM -tern treatment. Plans are be- 
ing made by the department of ag- 
jriculture to assist growers, distrib- 
utors and camera in the proper ap 
plication of disease-control meas

The most hs csn do Is to curtsll pro- 
duction a little or alter Its form, snd 
that— because he Is In tbs dsrk ss to 
ths probshle demand for hi* goods- 
may be only to Jump from the frying 
pan Into ths Ore, taking tha consumer 
with hlra. 

Even the dairy farmers, whose out- 
put Is not sesannsl, complsln that they 
And themselves st s disadvantage in 
the marketing of their productions, 
especially raw milk, became of ths 
high costs of distribution which they 
must ultimately hear.

Now that the farmers ere stirring, 
thinking, and uniting as nsver before 
to eradicate these inequalities, they 
ase subjected to stent economic lec- 
tures, and are met with the sccusatlon 
thst they are demanding, and sre the 
recipients of, special privileges. Let 
us Ms what privileges the government 
hss conferred on the farm era. Much 
has been made of Section a of the 
Qeyton Anti-Trust Act, which pur- 
ported to permit thorn to combine with 
immunity, under certain conditions. 
Admitting thst, nominally, this ex- 
emption was la the nature of s specie! 
privilege,— though I think It wss so la 
appearance rather than In fact, — we 
And thst the courts hsvs nullified It 
by Judicial Interpretation. Why should 
not the foragers he permitted to sc- 
compllsh by co-operative methods whst 
other businesses sre alresdy doing by 
co-operation In the form of Incorpora- 
tion? If It be proper for men to form, 
by fusion of existing corporations or 
otherwise, s corporation thst controls 
the entire production of s commodity, 
or s Isrgs pert of It, why la It not 
proper for s group of farmers to units 
for the marketing of their common 
products, either In one or In several 
selling agencies? Why should It be 
right for s hundred thousand corporate 
shareholders to direct 29 or 30 or 40 
..per cent of an Industry, snd wrong for 
a hundred thousand co-operative 
farmers to control a no Isrger propor- 
tion of the wheat crop, or cotton, or 
any other product? 

The Department of Agriculture Is 
often spoken of as s special concession 
to the farmers, hut In its commercial 
results. It Is of ss much benefit to the 
buyers and consumers of agricultural 
products ss to the producers, or even 
more. I do not suppose that snyone 
opposes the benefits that the farmers 
derive from the educational and re 
search work of the department, or the 
help that It gives them In working out 
Improved cultural methods and prac 
tlces. In developing better yielding vn 
defies through breeding and selection. 
In Introducing new varieties from re- 
mote parts of the world and adapting 
them to our climate and economic con- 
dition, and In devising practical meas- 
ures for the elimination or control of 
dangerous and destructive animal and 
plant disesses. Insect pests, and the 
like. All these things manifestly tend 
to stimulate snd enlsrge production, 
and their general beneficial effect* are 
obvious 

It Is complained that, whereas the 
Isw restricts Federal Reserve banks 
to three months' rime Cor commercial 
paper, the farmer Is allowed six 
months on hla notsa This la not a 
special privilege, bat merely such s 
recognition of business conditions ss 
makes It possible for country bsnks 
to do buslnesa with country people. 
The crop fsnner hss only ons turn 
ovar s rear, while ths merchant sad 
manufacturer have many. Incidental 
ly, I note that ths rederal Reserve 
Board haa just authorised the 
eral Reserve bsnks to discount 
paper for s period of sta months, ts 
conform to the nature of the bus!

The spirit of American 
democracy Is unslterabty opposed, 
alike to enacted special privilege and 
to the special privilege of unequal op- 
portunity that arises automatically 
from ths failure to correct glaring 
economic inequalities. I am opposed 
to the Injection of government Into 
business, but I do believe that It Is an 
essential function of democratic gov- 
ernment to equalize opportunity so 
far ss It Is within Its power to do so. 
whether by the repeal of srehale 
statutes or the enactment of modern 
ones. If the anti-trust law* keep the 
farmers from endeavoring sdsntlUcslly 
to Integrate their Industry while other 
Industries find s way t* meet modem 
conditions without violating such stat- 
utes, then It would seem reasonable 
to find a wsy for the farmers to meet 
them under the ssme conditions. The 
Isw should operate equslly In fact. Re 
pairing ths economic structure so one 
side Is no Injustice to tha other side, 
which Is In good repair. 

We hsve traveled s long wsy from 
the old conception of government as 
merely a defensive and policing agency ; 
snd regulative, corrective, or equallx 
Ing legislation, which apparently Is of 
s special nature, to often of the most 
general beneficial consequences Even 
the First Congress passed a tnrlff act 
that wss avowedly for the protection 
of manufacturers: but s protective 
tariff always hss been defended ss a 
means of promoting the general good 
through s particular spprosch ; and 
the statute hooks sre filled with sets 
for the benefit of shipping, commerce, 
and labor.

First: storage warehouses for rot 
ton, wool, and tobacco, and elevators 
for grain, of sufficient capacity to meet 
the maximum demand oa them at the 
peak of the marketing period.

I am opposed to bloc ac- 
tivities of all kinds, believing them 
to lie pernicious and not compati- 
ble with our system of government. 
As a fact I particularly ndvised

to precipitate actions under influ- 
ence of temporary conditions. 

"Every right minded business 
man must be desirous to hnve the 
legitimate grievances of the farm- 
er — and he has and long has had 
—ah redressed and remedied. Jus- 
tice demands that this should be 
done. The larger interest of the 
nation demands it, for it is harmful 
and menacing to the commonwealth 
that so numerous and so valuable a 
portion of the population should 
feel discontented and resentful and 
be without prosperity. The en- 
lightened selfishness of business re- 
quires it, for not only does the ma- 
terial well being, or the reverse of 
the farmer largely react upon busi- 
ness, but experience ha.- shown that 
when the farming industry is in the 
throes of depression the farmer is 
very apt to blame business and to 
hit out at business and to get him- 
self in a frame of mind which the

business men of the east, what ails 
the farmer. These men are not on- 
ly not to be criticised; on the con- 
trary they are to be commended for 
using the votee and their influence 
to get remedial measures enacted 
into law and to obtain for the far- 
mer a square deal.
